SIR, 

I Received lately a Letter from Myn Heer Leibnitz, 
of March 30/6. 1699. wherein are fome Paffages 
relating to Maihematicks; of which I fliall not at pre- 
fent trouble you With a particular Account. 

After which follows a Paflage fomewhat relating to 
the Royal Society, in thefe words : Nefcio qmmodo re- 
mitfttu nunc tratlantur fiudia altiora, cum tamen mnquam, 
pofl tot adit us apcrtos, faciliiis potuerint traftari. Sed 
puto infelicia tempera inter cejijfe, dun* be lla euros homi- 
nam alio vertire, Ita pauci admodum juvCnes in priflinof 
gloria fpem fuccrefcunt. Etiam tfatura quam paucos 
nunc Obfervatores diligentes habet. Vtinam.utGallica 
Scientiarum Academia nuper a Rege fuo reflituta e& , 
etiam Veftra Regia Societati novus calor infunderetur. 
To which what I have thought fit to return in Anfwer, 
you will fee afterwards. 

He then fends me the Copy of a large French Letter, 
of V Abbe de la Charmoye to /' Abbe Nicaife, giving him 
a Particular Account of the Contents of a Treatife in- 
tended to be fhortiy publiihed, concerning the Origi- 
nal of Nations; wherein, out of Ancient My ihology, 
he endeavours to difcover an Hiflorical Account of the 
Original of divers Nations. Which Co|>y Myn Heer 
Leibnitz defires me to communicate to tlieR ; ght Reve- 
rend the BHhop of Lichfield and Coventry [now Bifhop 
of Worce[ler\ (who doth fomecimes make ufe of fuch 
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Methods where Hiftories are filent)and to fuch others as 
to whom I may think it grateful, which makes me to 
fendit to you, to communicate as you fliall fee caufe. 

To which My n Heer Leibnitz fubjoins fome Thoughts 
of his own to that purpofe, He thinks this French 
Author may be perhaps inclinable to be (bmewhat par- 
tial in favour of his Gauls or Celta^ but however that 
Some good Difcoveries may be hence made. He tells 
us, as his own (enie, That Celt® dim Gsrmams & Gal* 
los cmf 3ebantur, Qubd Wallica feu Camlrka mflra 
Lingua, s!i Semi-germmics t t>eteri Gallic^ proximo, 
Putatque, faltem fifpnatur^ Camros vel Camhros noflros, 
pro parte, ex ipjorum Cimbria antiqum halkatorihm 
v'enifpt % ut poftea Angli ex pofierioribiu funt egreffi. Ti* 
tanum cum Dm belhjveteres intellexifle putat, Scytbarum 
vel Celt arum antiquas in Afam & Graciam irrupt tones j 
tunc cum ihi regnabant qui poftea Dti funt habiti. Et 
Promethei ( Titanit ) alligationem ad Camafam, forte non 
aliud defignare, q$tam t coercitos copiis ad Cafpiat portas 
locatis Scythas. &ed nihil ( inquit ) eH in hu ultra con- 
jefturas.
